Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area. 

This  portion  of  the  Rural  District  consists  of  fifteen  villages, 
covering  an  area  of  28,360  acres,  bounded  on  the  north  side  by  the 
Malvern  PJills  and  on  the  south  by  the  Cotswolds.  It  is  purely  an 
agricultural  district,  the  soil  being  for  the  most  part  stiff  clay  and 
the  remainder  light  loam  and  gravel.

Isolation  Hospital  at  Tredington  for 

joint  use  of  Borough  and  Rural  District  cases.  It  has  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  14  cases  of  bcarlet  Fever,  4  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  4 
Single  Wards  for  observation  cases  or  those  of  Typhoid  Fever. 
The  expenses  of  the  Hospital  are  defrayed  by  the  Urban  and  Rural 
District  Councils  in  the  proportion  of  five-twelfths  and  seven- 
twelfths  respectively. 

5.  Small-pox  -  There  is  a  Small-pox  Hospital  situ¬ 

ated  at  Elmstone  Hardwick  belonging  to  Cheltenham,  which 
Borough  has  arranged  to  place  a  small  ward  of  4  beds  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  ot  Tewkesbury,  should  it  be  vacant  when  required.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General,  (b)  For  Infectious  Diseases,  e.g.,  Measles,  &r. 

Both  General  Nursing  and  the  Nursing  of  Measles,  &c.,  are 
undertaken  by  the  various  District  Nurses,  d'he  various  Nurses 
are  supplied  by  the  Gloucestershire  and  Worcestershire  County 
Nursing  Associations,  and  are  under  the  control  of  the  various  local 
Committees.  The  County  Council  gives  a  grant  of  £2.0  to  each 
Association  whose  Nurse  undertakes  health  work  in  addition  to  her 
ordinary  duties.  This,  together  with  private  subscriptions,  rummage 
sales,  and  small  fees  from  the  patients,  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Nurse. 

The  whole  district  is  fairly  well  staffed  with  Nurses,  with  the 
exception  of  Ashchurch  and  Tredington  parishes. 

Midwives. 

In  all  cases  the  District  Nurses  are  also  Certified  Midwives, 
and  carry  out  the  work  in  their  respective  parishes.  Fees,  ranging 
from  15/-  to  30/-  according  to  the  means  of  the  patient,  are  charged, 
and  the  County  Councils  give  grants  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
cases  attended. 

There  are  ten  Midwives  practising  in  the  area.

In  1924  Bredon  Parish  extended  their  main  to  Millend,  where 
the  supply  of  water  had  been  very  unsatisfactory.

In  Tredington  the  sewerage  is  very  unsatisfactory.  The 
question  was  raised  in  1922,  at  the  same  time  as  the  water  supply 
to  the  village.  The  latter  was  considered  the  most  pressing,  and 
;^iooo  was  borrowed  for  the  scheme  The  rateable  value  of  the 
parish  was  so  low  that  with  the  adoption  of  the  water  scheme  the 
sewerage  question  had  to  be  turned  down  for  the  time  being. 

The  question  of  suitable  drainage  and  sewerage  for  Oxenton  is 
a  matter  which  requires  the  Council's  consideration.

( 1 T. ) — Overcrowding . 

There  is  no  great  evidence  of  serious  overcrowding,  although 
occasionally  one  comes  across  a  case  of  a  large  family  living  in  a 


small  cottage  with  insufficient  bedroom  accommodation.  This  is 
naturally  caused  by  the  shortage  of  newer  and  larger  type  cottages. 
In  such  cases  one  adopts  the  usual  method  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  go  further  than  a 
preliminary  notice. 

(111.) — Fitness  of  Houses. 

I.— (a)  General  standard  of  Housing  in  the  Area.  The  average 
cottage  in  the  district  is  very  old  and  structurally  defective  —  with¬ 
out  drains,  sinks,  &c.  A  fair  percentage  are  m  such  a  dilapidated 
condition  as  to  be  beyond  repair,  and  when  they  become  vacant  are 
not  re-let.  A  few  cottages  go  out  of  use  annually,  and  this  in  a 
measure  accounts  for  the  gradual  decrease  of  the  population. 

(b)  General  character  of  the  defects  found.  The  majority  of 
the  cottages  are  old  and  half-timbered.  The  walls  are  damp  and 
unsafe  ;  roof  timbers  rotten  ;  insufficient  light,  occasionally  windows 
fixed  and  cannot  be  opened,  often  very  small  in  addition.  Bedrooms 
very  small  and  too  low,  sometimes  only  averaging  5ft.  6  inches  to 
6ft.  in  height  and  8ft.  by  6ft.  of  floor  space.  No  drainage,  &c. 

(c)  How  far  defects  are  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  management 
and  supervision  by  owners,  or  to  acts  of  waste  or  neglect  by  tenants. 

Many  of  the  owners  spend  little  or  no  money  on  repairs  until 
notices  have  been  served  on  them  by  the  Council  under  the  Public 
Irf  ealth  or  Housing  Acts.  The  small  amount  of  rent  charged  for 
these  houses  may  be  some  justification  for  this  attitude.  Many  of 
the  tenants,  probably  owing  to  the  conditions  under  which  they  live 
and  in  which  many  of  them  were  born,  are  careless  and  dirty  in 
their  habits  and  take  no  pride  in  their  cottages.  These  reasons  are 
by  way  of  being  in  a  vicious  circle,  either  reason  being  largely 
dependent  on  the  other. 

(2)  General  action  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses  under 

(a)  The  Public  Health  Acts. 

(b)  1  he  Housing  Acts. 

Where  defects  are  discovered  and  reported,  notices  are  served 
on  the  owneis  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  they  usually  endeavour 
to  comply.  In  the  event  of  non-compliance,  the  work  is  carried  out 
by  the  Couned  and  the  cost  charged  to  the  owners.  Where  the 
defects  cannot  be  remedied  so  as  to  render  the  cottage  fit,  the 
Council  is  recommended  to  close  them.  After  the  issue  of  the 
Closing  Order,  the  tenant  leaves  as  a  rule  as  soon  as  he  can  and  the 
cottage  is  not  re-let. 

(3)  Difficulties  found  in  remedying  unfitness  either  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  or  under  Section  3  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925. 

The  chief  difficulty  is  usually  concerning  internal  repairs.  Here 
both  owneis  and  tenants  usually  dispute  responsibility  for  same. 

(4)  Conditions,  so  far  as  they  affect  housing,  as  regards  water 
supply,  closet  accummodatiun,  and  refuse  disposal,  &c. 
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As  regards  Water  Supply,  this  has  been  previously  detailed  in 
tabular  form.  Where  there  is  no  Water  Pipe  Supply,  most  cottages 
have  the  open  draw  well.  Earth  closets  are  in  use  where  there  is 
no  proper  sewerage.  In  the  rural  area  there  are  now  as  many  pail 
closets  as  privy  middens.  In  no  part  of  the  district  is  refuse 
collected,  each  householder  being  responsible  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

f  a) — Milk  Su2)][)ly. 

There  is  an  ample  supply  of  good  wholesome  milk  throughout 
the  district.  A  few  years  ago  there  was  a  complaint  from  Hasfield 
re  the  difficulty  of  getting  a  sufficiency  of  milk.  In  company  with 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  I  visited  Hasfield  and  was  able  to  make 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  a  plentiful  supply  to  the  complainants. 

No  action  has  been  taken  as  to  Tuberculous  Milk,  but  a  few 
tuberculous  cattle  have  been  slaughtered. 

No  licenses  have  been  applied  for  re  the  sale  of  milk  under 
special  designations. 

(h)  —  Meai. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  During 
the  year  1925,  6,370  lbs.  of  meat  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
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consumption.  Up  to  April,  1925,  only  meat  in  slaughter  houses 
and  butchers’  shops  was  inspected.  From  said  date  all  animals, 
slaughtered  for  home  consumption,  have  been  carefully  inspected 
before  removal  from  place  of  slaughter.

You  will  observe  from  the  above  table  that  we  have  had  no  case 
of  Smallpox  in  the  District  during  the  last  5  years.  During  the 
epidemic  in  Gloucester  every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  it  into  our  midst.  A  printed  circular,  with  pre¬ 
cautions  to  be  adopted,  &c.,  was  issued  by  the  Council.  Chicken- 
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pox  was  made  notifiable,  and  extra  facilities  offered  for  vaccina¬ 
tion  and  re-vaccination.  VVe  have  had  no  serious  outbreak  of  any 
infectious  disease  during  the  last  five  years  with  the  exception  of 
Influenza,  which  has  made  its  appearance  during  the  early  months 
of  the  year  for  the  last  3  or  4  years. 

No  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethergica  have  been  notified  in  the 
district  during  the  last  five  years. 

Bacteriological  Examhiatioiis. 

The  County  Council  of  Gloucestershire  have  made  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Gloucestershire 
Royal  Infirmary  as  well  as  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  Bristol

g.  Urine  and  Faeces  for  Typhoid  Bacilli. 


No  primary  Vaccination  or  re-vaccination  have  been  performed 
by  the  M.O.H.  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917.  Vaccination  in  the  Rural  District  is  practically 
a  dead  letter.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  attributable  to  two  causes, 
viz :  the  carelessnes  of  the  parents  and  the  inability  of  the 
present  Vaccination  Officer  to  go  round  the  district  and  visit 
the  homes  of  the  children  as  was  his  custom  in  pre-war  days. 

Non-Notijiahle  Acute  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  years  1922,  1923,  1924,  and  1925 
we  had  a  fairly  widespread  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  District. 
The  type  was  much  less  severe  than  that  of  the  last  quarter  of 
1918.  The  1924  type  seemed  to  vary  slightly  from  that  of  the  other 
three  years  in  that  the  febrile  stage  lasted  three  days  instead  of 
two.  In  1922  we  had  one  death  from  this  cause,  giving  a 
mortality  of  *14  per  1,000.  In  1923  there  were  two  deaths  or 
a  mortality  of  *029  per  1,000;  in  1924,  3  deaths  with  a  mortality  of 
•044,  and  a  similar  number  in  1925. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1924  we  had  a  few  cases  of  Mumps 
in  the  district,  but  the  type  was  very  mild  and  the  cases  not 
numerous.

Cai)cer  mortality  remains  fairly  stationary  in  the  district,  e.g’ 
in  1921  there  were  12  deaths  certified  as  due  to  malignant  disease  ; 
in  1922,  9 ;  in  1923,  13  ;  in  1924,  7  ;  and  in  1925,  9. 

No  locally  contracted  cases  of  Anthrax  or  Rabies  came  under 
my  notice  during  the  years  under  review. 

In  regard  to  Verminous  persons,  the  present  arrangement  is 
for  the  affected  person  to  go  to  the  Union  Infirmary  for  baths, 
while  the  clothes,  bedding,  &c.,  are  removed  to  the  steam  disinfector 
at  Tredington  Hospital  for  treatment.
